ill Eisner’s Christmas stories have always had an en- 
WT thusiastic following, especially among the more sent- 

imental of his fans. Requests to reprint Christmas 
episodes are among the most frequent we receive, and those who ask for 
them usually make mention of Will’s true understanding of the Christmas 
Spirit. That fact that Will is Jewish doesn’t seem to bother anybody 
much, if indeed they ever stop to think about the irony of a Jew present- 
ing the world with this abundance of heart-warming Christmas joy. Will 
himself has never made mention of the paradox, but one suspects he 
doesn’t care what the occasion is, just so he can weave a little fable about 
human kindness and hope. 

The first “Christmas Spirit” appeared on December 22, 1940, and 
with the exception of the periods when ghost artists handled the series, 
there was one every year thereafter. Our two examples this time date 
from both the pre-war and post-war portions of the strip. First is the 
1941 episode, printed a little late on December 28, 1941. This one fea- 
tures a young boy named variously Hobo King or King Hobo, depending 
on which story one chooses as the definitive one in regard to his name. 
“The Christmas Spirit: A Trilogy” served to introduce young King. He 
made a reappearance very shortly in the February 22, 1942 story, “‘The 
Ghost of Post 13.” His third and last appearance came in “Rejected,” a 
tragic tale originally printed on September 27, 1942, featuring Lou 
Fine’s inks over Will’s pencils. The ending of that story is so sad — and 
so inconclusive — that i once asked Will why he had left poor Hobo 
King in the lurch and never written another story about him. Eisner’s re- 
ply was a shocked gasp of disbelief. “You mean I just left him like that?! 
I... I guess I just forgot about him during the War and never got back to 
him... poor kid.” Poor kid, indeed. But for just this one time, Hobo 
King finds a bit of happiness and love, in a story which will bring a tear 
to the eye of the tender-hearted. 

The story of S, Kringle Claus, first published on December 25, 1949, 
is a bit broader, combining humour with the moral “‘message’’ but once 
again playing off the question of whether there really is a Santa Claus. It 
wouldn’t be unfair to say that Eisner treats the existence of Santa Claus 
in much the same way he treats aliens from outer space, goblins, cursed 
artifacts and other embodiments of mythology and religion. There is nev- 
er a direct conclusion drawn, but powerful chains of circumstantial evi- 
dence always point to the existence of some higher power for good. What 
more could one ask in the way of a Christmas story from a Jew? 

Leaving the realm of silver bells and snowy nights, we journey to our 
next loose end. The setting is the South Pacific, and the occasion is fit- 
ting the ‘missing’ story into the previously reprinted series which took 
The Spirit on a cruise to parts unknown in search of adventure. Here's a 
quick checklist of the South Pacific series, with reprint sources for those 
who want to read the episodes in their proper order:

The star of the first South Pacific story, Lilly Lotus, was one of Kis- 
ner’s many, many beautiful female characters who exhibited criminal ten- 
dencies or at least consorted with criminals. The very first of these wom- 
en, The Black Queen, is also present in this issue —in our colour section. 
Since she appeared in the third Spirit story ever written, it’s easy to see 
that Will was fascinated with the type early on. The Black Queen made 
but one more appearance, in the sixth Spirit section — so we can look 
for her return in only three more issues.
